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The Rebellion and Siate Status,
Oon Burlington correspondent writes us a
long letter, reviewing our article of atew
days since, concernirg Senator C‘owan’s late
apeech. His ontire communleation is Jonger
than we can conveniently find room (Or, bt
we very willingly give such portions ol L as
are aéssential to the discussion in hand, e
SAyR— .

In yorr commonts upon the quolation you mike
from lix (Mr. Cowan's) speceh, you sppeirto have
tost wight entirely of s real position; amd in your
illustrations to prove its feliacy, you most un vik
tingly give strongth to his argumout, You start ont
with the proposition, "that the assumption that lios
at the bottom of all his falincios s, that n Statc can-
not really do what it cannol legally do.”* Now, sup-
pose he hnd Isid down the logal postulate, that a
corporation is striotly limited to those powera whioh

sre apecially conferred upen it, and any attsmpl to,

axercise nny powers outside those limits would
make thelr exercise null and vold; or suppse ho
tndl smid, “tbat any acts of a Btate, wao, wi houot
onsent of Congioss, kept troops or ships of war
in timo of peace, pntered into any sgreement or
compaal with unother State or foreigm power, or
sngaged in war, un'ess iovaded, or In Imminon!
danger thereol, as will not admt of delay’ —that
all such acts would be void. Do you doulit the trath
ot etther of these pesitions? Are thoynot axiom-
atic? And yet this is just what Senator Cowan
aasortod, No more, no leas, Your illustrations wou d
lave the same applioation 1 answor o the above
poatulates, ns in answer to the postulate taken by Sena-
toi Cowan. The logic of bhis argumoent 18 a'mply that,
notwithstandimg the ordinaunces ol seocsssion, the
Southern States remained by lognl contempln fon
in the Union, disorganized by the ael of thewr
peopls, who attemptad (o maiotaln the ordinanced
ol secesaion ; but thist the State was not in tault, Lor
the reason that tho offense was nol committed by
the State, The people who rolun'aridy concurred
in the aoct were rebsls agmninst the Governmeat o!
‘the United States, and punis'inble a3 such none the
lLews, becanse thoy Lnve usurped alsd tho author'y
of the Binte.

Qur chief ground of criticism upon Mr.
Cowan was.that, in vhe same speech, he took
two precisely antagonistic positions; first,
maintaining that the Rebellion was the work
of individuals and not of the States,and next,
that it was the work of the States and not of
individuals, When he wished to relieve the
States, in the'r corporate capacity, from al|
responsibility for the Rebellion, he maintained
that che Statea could not rebel, but that it was
the mere personal affiir of their inhabitants,
Whean he wished to save the Rebel inhabitants

of the States from the pains and penalt'es of
treason, he maintained that they had not comn-

mitted treason, beecause, in waging war
against the Union, they had done so in obe-
dience to their States. It was this juggle of
hiding the responsibility of the State behind
the people, and the guilt of the prople behind
the State, for the purpose of screening both
from a1l the consequences o! the Rebellion,
that we denominated * poiitical thimble-
rigging.” Our correspondent in his defense
of Mr, Cowan conven'ently overlooks this
point.

Our correspondent secems to us to have
fallen into the same fallacy that we ascribad
to the gentleman whom he assumes to dedend,
Despite the ordinances of secession and ether
revolutionary acts, he affirms that tl e State
was without fault, “for the reason that the
offense was not committed by the Stale”
Now, in what sense was it not committed by
the State? .Is it denied that the Siate of
South Carolina, for instance, as a corporate
political entity, passed an ordinance of seces-
gion, confederated with several other Statas,
taised armies, made war, ete.? It cannot be
denied, except upon the assumption that
these acts being “void,” woere not “com-
mitted” by the State; and that involves the
identical fallacy which was originally ex-
posed, viz, that a State cannot really do that
which it cannot legally do.

Our correspondent seems fo think that
much is gained by calling the rebellious and
revolutionary acts of the Southern States
“poid.” But what is a void act? Ts it an
act that has not in lact been committed?
L{ 8o, then It is not an act atall. A “yoid”
act issimply one that has no legal or binding
force. Itlacks the element of positive legality.
An illegal act is one that is contrary to
law. All illegal acts are void, but not all void
acts are illegal. Now, the revolutionary
acts of the Southern States, such as their
ordinances of secession, their formation of
the so-called Confederacy, their ralsing of
armies, and their waging war against the
Usnion were not only “void"—that Is desti-
tute of positive legality—but they were muoch
more; they were in the highest degrae
illegal— being contrary to, and forbidden by
the great organic law ol the nation, the
Constitution.

To held, therglore, that the Sta'es were
¥pot in fault” because their rebellious acts
were vold acts, when they were also much
imore thas vold, is lllogical and absurd. The
very fact that these acts were not only with-
out legal sanction, but in the highest degroe

illegal and revolutionary, constituted the

nations great warrant for prosecuting the war,
Oue of the greatest elements of strength in
the Rebellion was that it was not a mere
insurrection, not & mere sporadic and miscol-
lsneous movement of the people outside of
thelr civll organizations, but thal it was
and prosecuted by the States as

States, in their cerporate, political capacity,
By means of this they gave thelr movement
a coherency snd a power that it could not
otherwise have obtaiped. It was essentially
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| a State soverelgnly-movement from the starct,
The States seceded as States, made war as
£ taten, confederated together as States, The
people soted constantly wi hin the forms of
thelr Etate organizations, Why overlook
| these patent historic facts, and attempt by
more verbal quibbles and fullacies to make
out that the States did not do anything?

The Supreme Court of the United States
| has fally and explicitly settled this very ques-
[ tlon. In the prize cnses which came up on

appeal from the District Courts of Southern
| New York and Massachusetts, an opinion
| was dolivered, March 9, 1863, confined to the
| seneral questions ol law which were raisel
by all the cases, In this decision the Court

This is Mr, Cowan’s case, stated better
thao he or his Burlington attorney has done
it. But the Court goes on to reply:—

fiom the'r al eg'ance to the Federal Government
Several of these States havs cousp red 1o form s new
confederaey, o'atming (o be acknowiedged Dy the
| wor!d ns asovercipn S ate. Thewr rvight (0 do 0 is
now being decided by wager ol battle, Thoe ports
and territory of each o these States are held in
hosti. iy 1o the general Goveroment. I (s no {ooke,
unorganised monrrecti n, haviog no definite bound,
ary Or posseésion, It hins a bovndary marked by
lines of bayovnels, and which can be orossed only
Ly force. sSouth of thisline s encmy's territory,
becunse it ig claimed ond he'd in possesion by an
orgonizod, hostide, and belligerent power,

This decision settles the matter, both in ac-
cordanee with the reason of the case and with
the practice of the Government throughout the
war. No metaphysicul absurdities or verbal
fallacies can reach 'he stable basis upon which
it rests. This decision also affirms the right of

the general Government to treat the inhabit-

anis of the seceded States both as public ene-
mies and as traitors.

The true theory in regard to thiz whole

lmnttﬂl‘ is, that the moment the Southiorn

States, as organized political commanities,

commenced war upon tLe Union, that moment

they ceased to be “States in the Union,” and
| became hostile, Rebel, belligerent States.
| Their territory was still within the limits of
| the country, claimed and contended for by
the United States, and Lbeir citizens still owed
allegiance to the Federal Government; but

the States themselvis, as corporate organiza- |

tions, hud no longer any standing in the Union.

When the armies of the Rebellion were over- |

thrown, these States, although still de facto
States, were properly dissolved by President
Johnson, just as the “Confederacy,” which
they had wickedly formed, was also dissolved.
And from the overthrow of these States by

| President Johnson, the whole subject ot re-
construction must now take its practical de-
parture. Mr. Cowan's theory is not only
vicious in itself, but it has no practical rela-

| tion whatever to the question as it now stands,

! for those old Rebel States are dead and buried
with the Confederacy. It is with their suc-
cessors, bistorical, not legal or constitu-
jonal, that we now have Lo deal,

' Conseivative Eflorts 1o Introdace Slavery
In M aryland.
Ir would really seem that the conservative
faction that is now dominant in Maryland i3
determined to rein‘roduce slavery in that
Stale despite the Constitution and laws of
| the United States. Four negroes convicted
of larceny were sold at Annapolis on Satur-
day, by order of Judge Magruder, Some
twenty or thirty farmers were present at the
gale. The first one sold was John Johnson,
who bid for himsell; and the auctioneer
takine his bid, he was finally knocked down
to himself, and became his own purchaser,
for #37. Anothér man brouglit $35, and two
gixls brought respectively $22 and $30 each.

There was an officer of the Freedmen's
Bureau at the sale, and it was thought the
bidding would buve been more apirited but
for the fact that an iwpression seemed to
Prevail that the officer in question was about
to interfere with the right of the purchasers
and release the negroes from the custody of
the purchaser.

This proceeding is o direct snd flagrant
violation of the Civil Rights law, which pro-
vides that no difference in punishments shall
be made on account of color. But where
did the supporters of slavery ever show any
| respect for law? This Judge Magrader is
bound by his oath to support the Conatitution
and laws of the United States, any law of his
State to the contrary notwithstanding. But
what are oaths worth ameng Maryland con-
servatives, after Reverdy Johnsons' “pious
perjury” counsel to them.

Wa are glad Lo Jegrn that this is to be made
a test case., It will be interesting to know
whether a pro-slavery Maryland judge can
set the laws of the United States at deflance.

But what a lesson is here for the people.
The moment the conservative party obtains
| power, that moment it attempta to revive the
| old order of things, and bring back slavery,

(ive it power throughout the country, and
we ahould behold thal infernal system ro

atored In fact, if not In name, in every South-
ern State, The virus of slavery-worship Is
in the very bones of the conservatives. They
will not learn anything from the tremendous
eventa ol the lnst five years. They would,
evennow, it they had the power, reverss the
wheels of buman progress, and carry us back
to the dreary despotism of the rule of the
slave power, when slave-pens stood within
the shadow of the dome of tiae capitol, and
slave-gangs blocked up the streets of Wash-
| ington, and the slave hunter pursued his
| human chattles even upon the soil of the free
North!

| Ir is reported that the President lately, in

to condemn the project that was being agl-

overthrew them. Did that action of his
| impose the payment of the Southern State
debits upon the United States? If not, how
will the overthrow of che present illegal State
Governments at the South do so ?

601, and November 9, 1811, vol. iii., p. T13,and
the decision of the Supreme Court in
Buchanan vs. Alexandar (4th Howard R,
20), which fully sustains rhe views expressed
by the Department.
